T a meeting of representatives of seed grpflfers, seed 
dealers, farmers and others intereslj^jf^Hire seed for 
the Texas tanner, held in Hous.oiflfuguRt 23, 1918, a 
resolution was unanimously adopted requesting the 
Federal Food Administrator for Texas to formulate 
and promulgate rules and regulations controlling the 
^ 
sale and handling of field seeds. 
In compliance with these recommendations E. A. Peden. led- 
eral Food Administrator for Texas, prepared and submitted to the 
legal department of the United States Food Administration for ap­ 
proval a set of rules and regulations carrying out the wish as ex­ 
pressed at the conference August 23, 1918. These rules and regu­ 
lations were approved by the Washington oi l ice and Mr. I eden 
was instructed to promulgate them. 
There is no State statute controlling the sale and distribution 
of field seeds.
